The next four days may spell 
relief or disaster for the area, but 
the U. S. Weather Bureau is hold­ 
ing out no hope of relief. 


TH E BUREAU Is predicting lit­ 
tle or no rainfall for the weekend 
and no appreciable precipitation in 
the foreseeable future.

The blast was so bright It made 
the morning sun appear to dim by 
comparison. Its fireball lasted for 
approximately 10 seconds and the 
familiar mushroom pattern follow­ 
ed the blast rosa quickly. 


SOME 15 8ECONDS after the 
blast the mushroom's top became 
obscured by a driving cloud. Dust 
stirred and tumbled on the floor 
of the desert. 
The mushroom rose above the 
cloud within two minutes and still 
was rising at the 30.000 fool level. 
At this level it appeared to lean 
slightly eastward 
as 
It 
drifted 
slowly higher. 
The explosion was seen by re­ 
porters at this unofficial vantage 
point some 8.900 feet above sea 
level. The test was closed to news 
media.

Editor's Cornor 


NOTHINC HAS SUPPLANTED 
THE PRINTED WORD 
W hen 
radio 
reached an 
amazinc 
height of popularity as entertainm ent 
and medium of dissem inating news, the 
new spaper publishers of this country 
becam e somewhat concerned. Many of 
them feartd th at the radio might b{ 
stealing their thunder. 
In tim e many of them w ent so far as 
to refuse to print the daily radio pro­ 
gram s. All the while, however, their cir­ 
culation and advertising volume was 
growing. In time they found that the 
radio stations were not serious compe­ 
tition. Indeed, they were w hetting the 
public's appetite for news. 
Sam* Old Story 
Then came television. W ith its wide­ 
spread popularity, particularly in the 
m etropolitan areas, and its appeal of 
visual advertising new spaper men were 
aroused anew. This thing, they reason­ 
ed, can be very serious competition. So 
out of the new spapers w ent many of 
the TV program s. 
Looking at the figures again they 
saw the num ber of new spaper subscrib­ 
ers and volume of advertising still pil­ 
ing. Sure, TV was taking a slice of the 
advertising dollar but more money was 
being spent for advertising than ever 
before and new spapers were continuing 
to get the lion's share. Realizing that 
nothing seems to supplant the printed 
word new spaper publishers in many of 
the 
m etropolitan 
centers 
capitalized 
again a couple of w eeks ago. They in­ 
cluded in their huge Sunday editions a 
new m agazine supplem ent devoted to 
news about the TV program s. It was 
the sam e old stoi*y. 
In Black and W hite 
People listen to news over radio and 
TV, see big sporting events like the re­ 
cent A ll-Star baseball game a t home 
on the TV screens, but are just as an­ 
xious to read accounts of these events 
In their newspaper. Perhaps they are 
more interested than they would have

been had they not heard or seen such 
news or notable events. 
There seems little doubt th at radio 
and TV has served to stim ulate interest 
in news and sporting events. This ac- 
rounts perhaps for the spectacular rise 
in newspaper circulations throughout 
the country as a whole In the face of 
these other mediums. 
For one thing, new spaper publishers 
have found th at th eir readers depend 
largely ifpon their local newspapers for 
listing of the radio and TV programs. 
It Is Information which readers want 
and are entitled to expect in their news­ 
paper. 
Go Hand in Hand 
In cooperating w ith Station KDES 
The D esert Sun is helping round out a 
coverage of International, national and 
local news which would have been un­ 
dreamed of in Palm Springs only a few 
years ago. It was less than two years 
ago th at The D esert Sun converted to 
a daily newspaper and brought to resi­ 
dents of this com m unity the complete 
and timely report over the United Press 
wires from all over the world. It brings 
to readers here today’s news today. 
Local news coverage is now augm ent­ 
ed through cooperation with station 
KDES. A notable recent addition to 
gathering local news is the completely 
equipped 
mobile 
broadcasting studio 
just recently put in service by KDES. 
R eporters for both The D esert Sun and 
radio .station will ride this rem arkable 
piece of modern equipm ent on Import 
ant desert news stories. 
It can truly be said now th at the resi­ 
dents of Palm Springs are getting as 
complete and up to the m inute reports 
of the news as the people of any other 
town or city in the country. Much of 
this has been made possible through the 
years of realization of newspaper men 
th at they can well afford to cooperate 
with these other mediums to bring a 
completely and tim ely news service to 
the residents of th eir community.

that is Jam aica, his own, hi} na­ 
tive land. 
i 
Not to beat around the bush 
further, Abe is the director of the 
Jamaica Tourist Board as well as 
director of 1» other large island 
enterprises. 10 of which belong to 
the Issa family. No. Virginia, it is 
not true that the Issa family, in 
less than two generations, has ac­ 
quired half the Island of Jamaica. 
A goodly fraction, yes. but not 
quite half — just hotels, banks, 
stores, factories and real estate. 
Probably every thoughtful visi­ 
tor to Jam aica has been im­ 
pressed. as 1 was with the feel­ 
ing that the two most important

Abe is Jam aicas official greeter, 
or Grover Whalen. He shakes the 
hands of thousands of tourists an­

One of the factors that endears 
Abe to American tourists, in ad­ 
dition lo his open-handed hospital­

"Americans who come to Jam ai­ 
ca are all pleasant, agreeable and 
easy to get on with, he said the 
other day and meant it 
Right 
now, as director of the Jam iaca 
Tourist Board, Abe 'is busy get­ 
ting the airports ready for jet 
transports. 
When 
Pan-American 
Airways starts flying jets into the 
island, Jam aica will be within S'x 
hours flying time of New York 
and minutes of Miami. Abe ex­ 
pects the cities to empty into the 
island.

Grange Defends 


Present Set-up 


For Pro Loop 
WASHINGTON (W-Harold Red 
Grange, one of football's all-time 
greats, praised the current set-up 
in professional football today as 
"the best system that's been work­ 
ed out yet." 
Grange and four other gridiron 
giants were called by a House 
anti-trust subcommittee to testify 
on workings of the National Foot­ 
ball League. 
Two present l y players—Chuck 
Bednarik of th e Philadelphia 
Eagles and Jack Jennings of the 
Chicago Cardinals—were to testify 
first. Then the subcommittee plan 
ned to hear from Grange. ex-Chi­ 
cago Bears quarterback Sid Luck- 
man and former Bear lineman 
George Connor. 
GRANGE TOLD reporters he 
finds nothing to criticize about the 
operations of the NF'L nowadays. 
He said the players, as a whole, 
get a better salary deal than in 
his day. 
Grange was asked what he 
thought about football’s reserve 
clause, A player signs a one-year 
contract with a team which then 
has an option to sign him up a 
second year. 
"In all my years in professional 
football I've never heard a player 
complain about it." Grange said 
THE SUBCOMMITTEE is study­ 
ing bills which would ease the ef­ 
fects of a Supreme Court decision 
last Feb. 25 placing pro football 
under the anti trust laws. 
Wednesday. NFL Commissioner 
Bert Bell gave figures which 
showed that of the 12 NFL teams 
only the Chicago Cardinals have 
suffered an overall net loss over 
the past five seasons. The Cards 
dropped 3798.524. 
The NFL’s richest team was the 
Detroit Lions who had a net profit 
alter taxes of $622.055 from 1952 
through 1956.
